Edition  Advises 
Ugly  Brides  for 
Good  Marriage 

LONDON  — INS  — 1 Attention 
bachelors:  If  you  want  a happy 
marriage,  pick  an  ugly  bride! 

That’s  the  advice  given  in  the 
1958  edition  of  “Getting  Mar- 
ried,” just  published  by  the  Brit 
ish  Medical  Association. 

American  anthropologist  Ash- 
ley Montagu,  one  of  the  37  con- 
tributors to  the  annual  volume, 
was  particularly  stem  in  his 
warning  against  pretty  faces.  He 
wrote: 

“A  pretty  or  handsome  face 
ean  conceal  a pretty  awful 
mess  and  not  infrequently 
does,  while  an  ordinary  or  at 
first  seemingly  ugly  face  is 
often  the  appearance  beneath 
which  resides  a reality  of 
great  strength  and  beauty  of 
character.” 

He  urged  “that  we  drop  the 
idea  altogether  of  physical  at- 
tractiveness as  a basis  for  mar- 
riage and  substitute  in  its  stead 
the  idea  of  character  as  a basis 
for  the  most  important  of  all 
relationships. ’’ 

HE  ADDED: 

Early  marriage  is  a dangerous 
business.  In  Britain  the  divorce 
rate  for  women  married  between 
16  and  18  years  of  age  was  found 
to  be  four  times  higher  than  for 
oVtu  married  between  23  and 
27,  the  doctor  wrote. 

ONE  AMERICAN  expert.  Dr. 
Stanley  R.  Dead,  offered  the 
tongue-in-cheek  advice  that  to 
have  a happy  marriage  the  wife 
should  be  a bit  blind  and  the 
husband  somewhat  deaf

The  Yankee  pilot,'  whose 
t '.Linking  is  straight  but , whose 
speech  wanders,  analyzed  the 
coming  A.  L.  race  at  great 
length. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  bes- 
mused  listeners  that  Stengel  fig- 
ured the  final  1958  standings 
would  look  like  this  — New 
York,  Chicago,  Boston,  Detroit, 
Cleveland,  Baltimore,  Kansas 
City  and  Washington. 

“The  league  ought  to  be  about 
jlike  it  was  last  year,”  said  the 
inventor  of  Stengelese.  “The 
same  clubs  in  the  first  division 
and  the  same  ones  down  below. 

“It’s  a jumble  for  second  place 
with  Boston  maybe  a little  bet- 
ter than  we  all  thought.  I have 
to  reconsider  on  them.”

“They  (the  White  Sox)  got 
pitching  big.  Good  infield,  great 
around  second.  Their  catching  is 
good  with  (Sherm)  Lollar,  but 
they  still  got  to  win  with  pitch- 
ing. Maybe  they  can  do  it.” 

Stengel  obviously  was  im- 
pressed with  the  Red  Sox. 

“Boston  now-  has  the  infield 
with  that  boy  (Don  Buddin) 
back  from  the  war.  He  can  field 
all  over  the  place.  It’s  going  to 
be  hard  to  hit  grounders  be- 
tween him  and  the  third  base- 
man  (Frank  Malzone). 

“Add  that  to  their  outfield 
power  with  the  big  guy  (Ted 
Williams)  nobody  can  get  out 
and  better  pitching  and  there 
you  are. 

“Detroit,”  Stengel  continued, 
“has  to  find  out  if  those  men 
can  play  those  new  positions 
(meaning  Billy  Martin  at  short 
and  Harvey  Kuenn  in  center). 
Pitching  is  good  anyway,  but 
the  infield  has  got  to  be  some 
trouble  for  them. 

Stengel  hasn’t  seen  Cleveland 
and  Baltimore  this  spring  be- 
cause both  clubs  train  in  Ariz- 
ona. 

“Cleveland’s  got  so  much  fix- 
ing up  to  do,”  said  Casey,  “If 
(Herb)  Score  and  (Bob)  Lemon 
are  okay,  they’ll  have  pitching. 

And 
they  got  infield  troubles,  too,  I 
keep  hearing.”

Race  Mirrors  Paul  Revere’sRide

“I  prepare  15  years  for  this 
race,”  • exclaimed  distance  run- 
ner Bok  Suk  Shim  in  relating 
his  coming  entrance  in  the  fam- 
ous Boston  Marathon,  April  19. 

The  28-year-old  Korean  has 
run  a 26-mile  course  many  times 
since  1945  ip  his  homeland  along 
with  various  distances.in  the  Un- 
ited States  and  abroad. 

Shim,  all  115  pounds  of  him, 
has  been  pounding  the  Provo 
Canyon  course  for  the  last 
month  in  preparation  for  the 
grueling  26-mile  event.  “I  know 
the  three-mile  point,  the  six- 
mile  point,  the  eight-mile  point 
in  Provo  Canyon  — I run  so 
much,”  he  said.

! for  his  success  in  distance  run- 
nihg  circles.  Sohn  was  the  1936 
Olympic  games  marathon  cham- 
pion. 

Shim  will  leave  for  Boston, 
April  15  with  Dave  Geddes, 
Health  Department  chairman. 
Entire  expenses  for  the  2000-  \ 
mile  trip  will  be  paid  by  Ripple- 
Sole  Corporation,  Shim's  spon- 
sor. 

Bad  weather  forced  Shim  out 
of  the  1955  marathon  run  when 
he  was  leading  the  entire  field 
of  210  runners  from  every  cor- 
ner of  the  globe. 

The  event,  which  Shim  calls 
his  “main  subject,”  covers  the 
ground  which  Paul  Revere  rode 
to  warn  the  colonists  of  the  com- 
ing of  the  British  in  1776.  Shim 
will  be  without  the  horse,  how- 
ever. “The  race  start  at  high 
noon,  no  matter  what,”  Shim 
related. 

After  dropping  out  of  the  ’55 
Boston  run,  the  runner  related: 

“This  bad  luck  is  big  disap- 
pointment for  me,  but  I will 
have  six  or  seven  more  oppor- 
tunities to  join  Marathon  in  Bos- 
ton. Since  1945  I have  made
